Actually many “shows” combined into a single, giant ex­ 
position, the fair is designed to enhance suburban community 
and family life, encourage and attract new and expanded subur­ 
ban industrial development, and advance the growth of suburban 
business and commerce. 


THE FIVE-DAY gala will include a host of special exhibits 


exploring every major aspect of suburban, home, family, leisure, 
and community life as well as colorful displays from leading 
hobbyists and collectors. Special programs, features, and exhib­ 
its will be keyed to the interest of every suburban family. 


As an added attraction, a total of $5,000 worth of free gifts 
will be given away. These range from portable color TV sets and 
a five-piece silver service to an automatic garage door opener, 
five-foot Colorado Blue Spruce tree, and a Shetland pony com­ 
plete with saddle bridle. 


“This truly will be a family fair,” said Paddock. “There will 


be something of interest to appeal to every member of the fami­ 
ly, young or old.” 
He added that fairs have been traditional marketplaces for 
centuries, enabling tradespeople to display their goods to the 
consuming public. “ In this country,” he said, “fairs long have 
been an important influence in the sale of industrial, com ­ 
mercial, and agricultural commodities.

Friendly Town Mothers Say 
It Is a Matter of Pride

older ones get more homesick 
because they got more going 
here. The little ones just want 
to play and ride bikes and have 
fun.” 
THE SOCIAL worker said she 
believed a 14-year-old is too old 
to send to the suburbs. The 14- 
year-olds are big, mature and 
inclined to “bully little kids if 
they could get away with it.” 
The mothers were impressed 
with large suburban families 
accepting one or two children 
from the ghetto. They noticed 
their children were treated as 
one of the family and discipline 
was administered fairly. 
One mother said her children 
came back from the suburbs | 
with a new habit — washing j 
their hands before and after J 
meals. 
“They left with bags and I 
needed a trunk to come home,” 
said Mrs. Jones. “My kids cried 
to go back.” 
ON THE suburban side, the 
maturity of the ghetto children 
was a surprise. 
The 
ghetto 
mothers were surprised that a 
9-year-old from the inner city 
seemed older and wiser than his 
9-year-old counterpart in the 
suburbs. 
“ I guess they did act older,” 
said Mrs. King. 
“In the city they get out o n j 
the streets early. They learn to I 
get along with all kinds of j 
people and they learn to be j 
careful and watch what they' 


| say and look out for trouble, 
j Guess maybe t! e suburb kids 
• don’t grow up that fast.” 
No organized effort has yet 
been made to bring the subur­ 
ban host families and the ghetto 
families together after the chil­ 
dren return home. The mothers 
said they would 
welcome a 
chance to get together socially 
with the families who had cared 
for their children. 
IT WAS suggested that a get- 
together party could be held at 
some place like Marillae House 
the day the children returned to 
their homes. 
During the April riots, subur­ 
ban families called the ghetto 
families, continuously worrying 
about the safety of the children. 
Many suburban families collect­ 
ed clothes and equipment for 
the families of the children they 
had learned to know. 
“Yah. 
They 
were 
worried 
about us,” Mrs. King said with 
weary irony. “Man, we were 
twice as worried about our­ 
selves.” 
A Q U E S T I O N that has 
haunted suburban parents has 
also occurred to ghetto parents: 
Would Friendly town work in 
reverse? Would suburban fami­ 
lies send their children into the 
ghetto? 
“If we can send our kids to 
them. I don’t see why they can’t 
send their kids to us.” said Mrs. 
Jones, a trace of belligerence in 
her tone. “We trusted them. 
They could trust us to be good 


to their kids just the way they 
were. 
“After all,” she continued, 
“grown up people like us might 
not make out so good in the 
suburbs. We might not treat 
them so good here. But kids are 
different. Who could be bad to 
kids in either place?” 
All the mothers chimed in, 
agreeing they would care for 
suburban children as if those 
children were their own. 


“ YOU ARE 
RIGHT. 
Your, 
feelings are right,” Mrs. Adams 
interrupted. 
“ But stop and think. The 
ghetto kids are going to places 
where there is room. There’s 
three or four kids on a block in 
some places. People know who 
their kids are playing with be­ 
cause there aren’t so many 
kids. 
“If you brought suburban kids 
into these over-crowded neigh­ 
borhoods, you couldn’t 
watch 
’em the way they do in the sub­ 
urbs. We watch our kids but we 
can’t always know who they’re 
playing with. It isn’t a question 
of color or ‘how you’d care for 
them. It’s crowding, pure and 
simple.” 
She shook her head decisive­ 
ly- 
“No.” she said. “I understand 
what you ladies feel, but I 
would never approve bringing 
those suburban kids down here. 
At least not today . . . the way 
things are.”

MOUNT PROSPECT police, I 
who arrived on the scene short-1 
ly after the shooting, said they | 
found Crouse slumped over in a 
basement stairway, a .22-caliber I 
rifle lying next to him. 


Crouse, formerly married to 
Dianne Schulze, 25, reportedly 
had come to her apartment that I 
night at 901 Cottonwood Lane to I 
see her. She refused to see him 
and kept the door locked, ac- j 
cording to reports. 


Miss Schulze said she was in 
her apartment at the time with 
Robert Feller, 26, of 181 Barron 


St., Bensenville, to whom she is 
now engaged. 


When Crouse came to her 
apartment, she said, she re­ 
fused to let him in. Feller and 
Miss Schulze then reportedly 
heard three shots ring out in the 
hallway.

Let The People 


Pick Nominees! 


Conduct of the recent national 


party conventions, particularly the 


Democratic convention in Chicago 
last week, was a reminder of the 


need for thorough overhaul of the 


system by which we select our 


Presidents. 


The convention system and the 
Electoral College, Am erica’s tradi­ 
tional organs for naming the Presi­ 
dent, have grown seriously out of 
date and out of character with the 
current spirit of democratic self 
determination. 


T h e traditional American 
election system failed 
to 
dis­ 
tinguish between state and na­ 
tional elections. This was natu­ 
ral, 
because 
the 
original 
13 
states created the federal gov­ 
ernment. They looked on selec­ 
tion of a President as a function 
of the states, not the people. 


Since then, however, a host of 
new states have been added to the 
Union which were creatures of the 
federal government. And the tradi­ 
tion of popular control has flou­ 
rished and grown. 


The original electoral system 
did not work as intended, and the 
party convention system developed 
spontaneously 
as 
the 
parties 
formed. The conventions reflected 
the traditional reliance on states in 
nom inating 
Presidential 
candi­ 
dates. 


Delegations have been chosen 
in numerous ways. Only a minor­ 
ity of states, like Wisconsin, have 
true primary elections in which 
Presidential aspirants vie for elec­ 
tion. The delegations reflect the 
will of a majority of party voters 
in those states, though they fail to 
reflect minority attitudes. 


Influence of party rank-and- 
file is sharply diminished in oth­ 
er 
states 
which 
have 
weak 
primary laws or no primary at 
all. In Illinois this year, names 
of Presidential candidates did 
not even appear on the ballot. 
Delegates 
were 
uncommitted, 
for the most part, to anyone but 


the party leaders whose backing 
got them elected. 


In some states, like Georgia, 
one or two men sat down and 
drafted a list of delegates. 


There was, thus, no reliable test 
of sentiment 
either 
among 
Re­ 
publican 
or 
Democratic 
voters, 
outside that permitted in a few 
progressive states. 


Additional weaknesses in our 
election system will be evident in 
November when three candidates 
will be on the ballot in most states. 
The majority vote in each state de­ 
termines the entire electoral vote 
in that state. If any candidate fails 
to receive a majority of the elec­ 
toral vote, the President will have 
to be picked in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 


It is tim e to scrap the present 
system which benefits only a hand­ 
ful 
of organization 
bosses 
and 
mocks 
our worldwide claim to 
democratic 
leadership. 
America 
needs: 


—A direct national primary 
in which each candidate for his 
party’s 
nomination 
would 
vie 
against all others on the same 
basis in every state. Party con­ 
ventions could be retained to rat­ 
ify this vote and conduct other 
essential party business: 
plat­ 
form development, election of 
party officers, perhaps selection 
of the Vice Presidential nomi­ 
nee. 


—A direct, popular election of 
the President and Vice President, 
eliminating the Electoral College 
and providing for runoffs rather 
than election in Congress should 
any candidate fail to receive a 
clear popular majority. 


Other reforms are essential to 
bring under reasonable control ex­ 
penditures made on behalf of can­ 
didates, length of the campaign pe­ 
riod, and other problems raised by 
the present system . 


We believe serious, encompass­ 
ing election reform is a prime duty 
of the next Congress.

Man in the News 
A Year’s Heron!

Robert P. Hanrahan. Cook County su­ 
perintendent of schools, recently cele­ 
brated the anniversary of his first year 
in office by 
pointing 
to the 
accom­ 
plishments he and his staff have made 
during his first year, highlighted, Hanra­ 
han said, by the “improvement of com­ 
munications between this office and local 
districts, the state Legislature, teachers, 
parents and students. Until now, the of­ 
fice of superintendent has been like a 
sleeping giant.” 
One of the problems that awakened 
the “sleeping giant” was the commu­ 
nications gap between the superintendent 
and the teachers. 


TO HELP BRIDGE the gap, Hanra­ 
han 
started 
a 
“teacher 
newsletter” 
which he describes as a first in direct 
contact between the county office and in­ 
dividual teachers. 
As a result of the improved commu­ 
nication, 
Hanrahan doesn’t seem 
too 
worried 
about 
striking 
teachers, 
al­ 
though the National Education Assn. is 
predicting 300 to 400 work stoppages by 
teachers this year. 
“We are going through an evolution­ 
ary and revolutionary 
period in the 
teaching profession,” Hanrahan said. 


“There are more male teachers, and 
therefore more breadwinners in the pro­ 
fession. They need higher salaries, and 
deserve them.” 


HANRAHAN SAID that many good 
things have come about as a result of 
teacher strikes, but “eventually we will 
not have to resort to strikes as the only 
voice a teacher has.” 
Here, said Hanrahan, is where com­ 
munication comes in. 
“Teachers should have, for example, 
a say in text book selection. School 
boards 
have 
the 
final 
authority, 
of 
course, but strikes are averted through 
democratic procedures. There have been

cases when school boards could have 
been more flexible and considerate.” 


Wendell Jones, assistant superintend­ 
ent in special education and a resident of 
Palatine, agreed. “We have very little 
threat of teacher strikes in the northwest 
suburbs because we have a democratic 
process working here, not an author­ 
itarian one. 


“Money, and the supposed great af­ 
fluence of the northwest suburbs have 
nothing to do with lack of strikes,” Jones 
said. “We have money problems just 
like everyone else. It is a democratic 


procedure, rather than a scarcity of 
problems, that prevents strikes.” 
Another area where communications 
have improved is special education. Han­ 
rahan pointed out that directors of spe­ 
cial education in Cook County were or­ 
ganized for the first time as an official 
steering committee for an over-all spe­ 
cial education plan for the county. 
JONES SAID that Illinois is in the top 
three in the nation for educational facil­ 
ities for the handicapped child. “If you 
have a handicapped child, you should 
take him to a public school.” 
Special education is mandatory in the 
1969 school system, Jones said. ‘Making 
special education facilities mandatory is 
another step to make education available 
to all childen. 
“Illinois educates more handicapped 
and mentally retarded children in public 
schools than in private institutions.” 
Jones said that not all handicapped 
children will be ab ie to attend public 
schools. “It depends on the degree of 
severity, but in 1969 there will be some 
kind of facility for the handicapped 
child.” 
House Bill 1666, passed in July of last 
year, allows for a 2 cent levy, without 
referendum, for construction of facilities 
for handicapped children. 
JONES SAID the levy had a kind of 
blanket effect in that the tax could be 
applied to other building projects. 
“Instead of building a 16-room school, 
build an 18-room school with facilities 
for the handicapped children, and the 
2-cent levy will help toward the entire 
building project. As a result of the levy, 
there will be more special education 
classes.” 
The levy is up to the school district. 
"If a district has enough money in the 
building fund, you cannot levy the tax. 
This is determined by the school board. 
If the building fund is low, however, you 
can levy the tax and use it for the whole 
building as a co-operative venture.” 


Swivel Chair Comments 
The Losers: Chicago, Demos, Peaceniks, US

Losers emerged everywhere from the 
tortured struggle of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention last week in Chicago. 
—Chicago lost big. What it hoped 
would be a reaffirmation that the city 
could carry on as a 
convention 
center 
in 
the face of adversity 
b e c a m e a televised 
documentary 
of 
the 
reasons 
Chicago 
was 
not, in 1968, a safe nor 
a suitable place for the 
Democratic 
National 
Convention. 
—The 
Democratic 
Party, probably consigned to defeat in 
November anyway, suffered painful new 
blows internally and in terms of voter 
acceptability. 
—Mayor Daley lost enormously in na­ 
tional esteem, and his loss was also Chi­ 
goe and Illinois’. 


—THE TELEVISION people lost their 
cool and cut into their image by over­ 
reacting to the 
Daley-police 
activity.

Some saw conspiracy under every rock, 
and they made themselves look a little 
foolish. 
—Finally, the peaceniks lofct big — on 
the convention floor and in the street — 
and they exposed the peace movement 
as a small, noisy claque who can in­ 
fluence events only by disrupting them. 
The fact that a disturbance occurred 
and that the convention itself was unruly 
had nothing to do with its location in 
Chicago. The groups which merged on 
Chicago to make trouble would have 
gone anywhere. 
The Republicans were ready for them 
but escaped their harassment. Race riots 
broke out in the Miami ghetto the night 
of the GOP’s nomination, but geography 
kept them from becoming enmeshed in 
GOP affairs across Biscayne Bay. 


But events conspired with the hippies 
and the yippies to make Chicago look 
worse than any other city might have. 
Phone, cab and bus strikes interrupted 
normal communications, contributing to 
frayed tempers and rumor mongering. 
Loss of McCormick Place forced the 
creation of the “garrison state” around 
the Amphitheater, because of its location 


in the heart of the seething Negro slum. 
CHICAGO LOST big, too. because its 
police released their pent up frustration 
by mashing heads, attacking newsmen 
and innocent citizens. What they did was 
a mockery of the law they are supposed 
to uphold; cops who can’t take the heat 
in law enforcement should get out of the 
business rather than shame their fellow 
officers. 
The party lost because many of the 
anti-Humphrey 
people 
simply 
aren’t 
good enough Democrats to swallow de­ 
feat and work for victory four years 
hence. Many of them tried to disrupt 
the convention, told lies about the candi­ 
date. spread false rumors about what 
was happening in the Loop, resorted to 
anti-parlimentary activity to frustrate 
the obvious will of the majority. 
Television viewers saw this asinine 
show, and they watched what happened 
when the Democratic Party holds a con­ 
vention in the home city of the nation’s 
most powerful Democratic machine. The 
damage to the party’s chances this No­ 
vember were irreparable. 


MAYOR DALEY’S exhibition of “se­ 
curity” men and cops on the convention 


floor, trailing newsmen around, forming 
a wall of muscle around the Illinois dele­ 
gation, stacking the galleries, dispelled 
much of the luster he has earned for 
spurring Chicago progress. It was, after 
all. a progress built on the old politics of 
clout, patronage and the seamy side of 
politics other major cities have tossed in 
the garbage can. 
The mayor booed respected national 
politicians, mumbled nonsense into mi­ 
crophones about “eastern interests” con­ 
spiring against Chicago. He got pushed 
around by events and never seemed will­ 
ing to try to control them. 
CBS provided excellent coverage of 
the convention, as it did the Miami 
Beach meeting. Its major competition, 
NBC, got so wrapped up in trying to en­ 
courage and even create rumors, rather 
than simply reporting them, that it let 
much of significance that was happening 
at the speaker’s platform escape its 
viewers. 


ANNOUNCERS ON both networks let 
their anger get the better of them and 
permitted themselves to indulge in petty 
wisecracks. Bias in reporting was even 
more evident than in Miami Beach. 


Oh, yes, there was another big loser 
— the United States. The world watched 
the display in Chicago and was shocked 
that a nation aspiring to the leadership 
of the world should act in this manner. 
Who won? There were probably three 
major winners, though the reasons they 
benefitted were as diverse as their char­ 
acters. 
Big winner was probably Richard M. 
Nixon. The fiasco all but sealed his elec­ 
tion. 
George Wallace’s position probably 
gained, too. The cry for “law and order” 
to the Wallaceites means supression of 
dissent. The cause for supression gained 
in Chicago. 


THE RUSSIANS won, too. The USSR 
was in the middle of the most embarass- 
ing muddle any nation may ever have 
placed herself in, when the convention 
came along to siphon off world attention. 
The Soviets still have to pay big for their 
blitzkrieg in Czechoslovakia, but for the 
moment at least some of the adverse 
world opinion is diverted. 
Does all this advance the cause of 
Americans who support Communism in 
Viet Nam? Hardly.

A strange letter, and certainly not 
one to warrant all the initial excitement 
it generated when I opened it. 


But, as I finished getting ready for 
the game, I started thinking about the 
Bergs and all they had done for me and 
dozens of my friends. It was consid­ 
erable. 


AND, WHEN my roommate Ron had 
finished getting ready for the game, I 
told him to go on without me, that I had 
some things to do. I did, too; I had to sit 
down and reconsider what role Karl 
Berg had played in my upbringing. 


I thought back to the first time I saw 
Karl. We were all sophomores and ju­ 
niors in high school at the time, all soc­ 
cer players looking for a team to play 
on. We were also in dire need of proper 
instruction in the game of soccer. 


While cruising around the town one 
afternoon, we happened to see a group of 
men kicking the ball around, so we 
stopped to watch. We had been there for 
only a few minutes when a wiry little 
man with a limp in his walk approached 
us. 
"Hello boys,” he called from across 
the field. It was Karl. “Would you like to 
ay?” 
Quite literally, we jumped at 
the 
chance. And, after several hours of 
strenuous workout, we sat down and 
talked with this little man with a Ger­ 
man accent. We explained about how we 
wanted to play soccer, that wre were 
looking for a team to play on, and that 
we could really use some professional 
coaching. 


“WHEN DO you practice?” he asked 
us. Every day after school was the re­ 
ply. “Well, I guess I could come over on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays and help you 
out.” 
And he did. that very next Tuesday. 
And after a year of his coaching, he 
asked if we would like to play on his 
n e w I y 
organized 
semi-professional 
squad, the Olympia Soccer Club. 


Again we leaped at the opportunity. 
That first year was a catastrophe for Ol­ 
ympia, but in our second year of play we 
finished second in our league and split a 
pair of games with a Canadian All-Star 
squad. 


In years to come, we enjoyed varying 
degrees of success and failure, but all 
the time Karl never changed his attitude 
about us: anything and everything we 
needed or wanted he supplied. 


Then, one afternoon, on our way from 
the Twin Cities to a soccer tournament 
in Wisconsin. Karl let drop a bombshell. 


“Well, boys,” he began, “by this time 
next year I guess 1 11 be single again.” 
What? 
He explained: “My wife, she says I’m 
spending too much time and money on 
our team. You know, last year I spent 
over $1,500 on equipment and things. She 
wanted to use that money to go back and 
visit Germany. Now she says she’s going 
to leave.” 


She didn’t, though. In a few weeks, 
through a dance and donut sales at our 
schools, we raised close to $2,000 for the 
Bergs, a small repayment for all they 
had done for us. 


LOOKING BACK on it now, I doubt 
she would ever have left him anyway. 
She knew her husband was that kind of 
dedicated 
man, 
dedicated to helping 
young people in any way he could. 


In fact, we found out that he had 
sponsored over 400 families immigrating 
from Germany to the United States in 
the 20 years he had lived here. In the 
G e r m a n community in town, you 
couldn’t go anywhere without meeting 
someone who knew and loved this ex- 
German army officer. 


It was the discovery of that fact that 
led to the banquet, then. We contacted 
as many people who knew Karl as we 
could find, convinced close to 500 of 
them that they could part with $6 each 
for a worthy cause, then rented a ban­ 
quet hall in a German restaurant. 


That banquet may very well have 
been a high point in Karl’s life. I know 
he never looked happier or more pleased 
with himself and his friends than he 
looked that night. 


And receiving that small message 
from his wife — of sincere appreciation 
— still rates as one of the high points of 
my life, too. Ifs not often that young 
people get a chance to repay the kind­ 
ness of others. 


NOR DOES IT often happen that one 
person is owed so much as we all owed 
Karl. 


He was a fine man, I thought to my­ 
self as I finally left for the game.

FA IR HOUSING ORDINANCE 
NOW, T H ER EFO R E, B E IT ORDAINED by the President 
and Board of Trustees of the Village of Elk Grove Village, Coun­ 
ties of Cook and DuPage, Illinois: 
Section I. That there be added to the Municipal Code of the 
Village of E?k Grove Village the following: 


T IT LE I 
25B-1.01 This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the 
Fair Housing Ordinance of the Village of Elk Grove Village. 
25B-1.02 
Purpose and Declaration of Policy 
It is hereby declared to be the policy of the Village of Elk 
Grove Village and the purpose of this Ordinance, in the exercise 
of the Village of its police and regulatory powers for the protec­ 
tion of the public safety, for the health, morals, safety, and wel­ 
fare of the persons in and residing in the Village, and for the 
maintenance and promotion of commerce, industry and good gov­ 
ernment in the Village, to secure to all persons living or desiring 
to live in the Village a fair opportunity to purchase, lease, rent or 
occupy housing without discrimination based on race, color, reli­ 
gion or national origin. 
25B-I.03 
Construction 
This Ordinance shall be construed according to the fair import 
of its terms and shall be liberally construed to further the pur­ 
poses and policy stated in Section 1.02 and the special purposes of 
the particular provision involved. 
25B-1.04 
Severability 
If any provision of this Ordinance or the application thereof to 
any person or circumstances is held invalid, the remainder of the 
Ordinance and the application of the provision to other persons 
not similarly situated or to other circumstances shall not be af­ 
fected thereby. 
25B-1.05 
Definitions 
For the purposes of this Ordinance: 
(a) “ Dwelling’’ means any building or structure, or portion 
thereof, within the Village of Elk Grove Village, which is 
arranged, designed or used as a home, residence or living 
quarters of one or more individuals. 
(b) “ Housing” includes any building or structure or portion 
thereof, within the Village of Elk Grove Village, which is used 
or occupied or is intended, arranged or designed to be used or 
occupied as Hie home, residence or living quarters of one or 
more individuals, groups or families, and includes any vacant 
land within the Village of Elk Grove Village which is zoned 
and intended to be used for the construction of any such 
building or structure. 
(c) “ Commission” means the Elk Grove Village Human Rela­ 
tions Commission. “ Village Board” means the Village Board 
of the Village of Elk Grove Village. 
(d) “ Commission Panel” or “ Panel” means a panel, com­ 
prised of three or more members of the Commission, desig­ 
nated by the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman of the Commis­ 
sion to investigate and to attempt to conciliate a complaint 
filed or made under Title V of this Ordinance. 
(e) “ Hearing Board” means three persons appointed by the 
President and Board of Trustees to serve at its pleasure for 
the purpose of conducting hearings and making recommenda­ 
tions to the President and Board of Trustees for the purpose 
hereinafter set forth. 
(f) “ Lease” includes sublease, assignment, and rent (or rent­ 
al), and includes any contract to do any of the aforegoing. 
(g) “ National origin” includes the national origin of an ances­ 
tor. 
(h) “ Owner” means any person who holds legal or equitable 
title to, or owns any beneficial interest in, any dwelling or 
housing, or who holds legal or equitable title to shares of, or 
holds any beneficial interest in, any real estate cooperative 
which owns any dwelling or housing and unless otherwise 
provided herein"who also hires a real estate agent, salesman 
or broker licensed hereunder in connection with the sale, pur­ 
chase, lease or exchange of real property within the Village 
of Elk Grove Village or is licensed as a real estate broker, 
salesman or agent under this Ordinance. 
(i) “ Person” includes one or more individuals, corporations, 
partnerships, associations, legal representatives, mutual com­ 
panies, unincorporated organizations, trusts, trustees, trustees 
in bankruptcy, receivers and fiduciaries and unless otherwise 
provided herein who also hires a real estate agent, salesman 
or broker licensed hereunder in connection with the sale, pur­ 
chase, lease or exchange of real property in the Village of 
Elk Grove Village or is a licensed real estate broker, sales­ 
man or agent under this Ordinance. 
(j) “ Purchase” includes any contract to purchase in refer­ 
ence to owner. 
(k) “ Real estate agent” means any real estate broker, any 
real estate salesman, and any other person who, as employe 
or agent or otherwise, engages in the management or oper­ 
ation of any Dwelling or Housing. 
(I) “ Real estate broker” means any person licensed as a real 
estate broker in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
114*£, Illinois Revised Statutes, or required thereby to be so 
licensed. 
(rn) “ Real estate salesman” means any person licensed as a 
real estate salesman in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 114*4 , Illinois Revised Statutes, or required thereby 
to be so licensed. 
(n) “ Real estate transaction” means the purchase, sale, ex­ 
change, or fease of any Dwelling or Housing, and an option to 
do any of the foregoing. 
(o) “ Sale” includes any contract to sell, exchange, or to con­ 
vey, transfer or assign legal or equitable title to or a benefi­ 
cial interest in real estate. 
T IT LE II 
25B-2.01 
Discriminatory Terms 
It shall be an unlawfufhousing practice and a violation of this 
Ordinance for any Owner or other person to sell or lease a Dwell­ 
ing or Housing on terms, conditions or privileges that dis­ 
criminate between persons because of race, color, religion or 
national origin. 
25B-2.02 
Refusals to Deal 
It shall be an unlawful housing practice and a violation of this 
Ordinance for any Owner or other person to refuse to negotiate 
for, enter into or perform any safe or lease of any Dwelling or 
Housing, because of the race, color, religion or national origin of 


25B-2.08 
Limitations 
Nothing in this Ordinance shall require an owner to offer 
property to the public at large before selling or renting it, provid­ 
ing he complies with all other provisions of this Ordinance. Nor 
shah this Ordinance be deemed to prohibit owners from giving 
preference to prospective tenants or buyers for any reason other 
than religion, race, color or national origin. Nothing in this Ordi­ 
nance shall require an owner to offer property for sale or lease or 
to show his property to any person if such person is not negotiat­ 
ing for the purchase or fease of such property in good faith. 


TITLE III 
25B-3.01 
Withholding Housing 
It shall be an unlawful housing practice and a violation of this 
Ordinance for any real estate agent or other person to represent 
to any person that any Dwelling or Housing is not available for 
inspection, sale, lease or occupancy when in fact it is so avail­ 
able, or otherwise to withhold Housing from any person because 
of race, color, religion or national origin. 
25B-3.02 
Refusals of Offers 
It shall be an unlawful housing practice and a viofation of this 
Ordinance for any real estate agent or other person to refuse to 
receive or to fail to transmit a bona fide offer for the purchase, 
sale, exchange or fease of any Dwelling or Housing because of the 
race, color, religion or national origin of the person making such 
offer. 
25B-3.03 
Advertisements 
It shall be an unlawful housing practice and a violation of this 
Ordinance for any real estate agent or other person whether or 
not he has hired a real estate broker, salesman or agent licensed 
hereunder to publish or circulate a statement, advertisement or 
notice of an intention to sell or lease any Dwelling or Housing in 
a manner that is unlawful under Title II of this Ordinance. 
25B-3.04 
Signs and Notices 
It shall be an unlawful housing practice and a violation of this 
Ordinance for any real estate agent or other person whether or 
not he has hired a real estate broker, salesman or agent licensed 
hereunder to post and erect, or cause or permit any person to 
post or erect, any sign or notice upon any Dwelling or Housing, 
managed by or in the custody, care or control of such real estate 
agent or other person, indicating an intent to sefl or lease any 
Dwelling or Housing in a manner that is unlawful under Title II 
or this Title III.

Licensing 
Every real estate broker shall apply for and obtain a license 
from the Village of Elk Grove Village prior to transacting any 
business involving real estate in the Village of Elk Grove Village 
as a real estate broker and prior to advertising or assuming act 
as such real estate broker. The commission of a single act as 
such real estate broker without such license shall constitute a 
violation of this Ordinance.

Coverage 
This Title III shall apply, respectively, to every real estate

maintains an office or place of doing business within the Village

(b) willfully to interfere with the performance of a duty or 
the exercise of a power by the Commission or one of its 
members or representatives; or 
(c) willfully to obstruct or prevent a person from complying 
with the provisions of this Ordinance or an order issued there­ 
under.

25B-5.01 
Commission Powers 
The Commission shall have and exercise, with respect to all 
Dwellings and Housing and with respect to all persons subject to 
this Ordinance, the power:

Licenses of Elk Grove Village Real Estate Brokers 
Before any license is issued to real estate agents or brokers 
in the Village of Elk Grove Village, the Village shall require the 
applicant for license or renewal to give his representation that he 
has read this Fair Housing Ordinance and intends to comply with 
its provisions in and about his business as real estate broker and 
his representation that each real estate salesman employed by 
him has been furnished a copy of this Fair Housing Ordinance. 
25B-5.03 
Licenses of Other Real Estate Brokers: Application 
The Village Clerk of the Village of Elk Grove Village shall, 
upon application and a payment of an annual fee of $30.00. grant 
a license to transact business in the Village of Elk Grove Village 
to any real estate broker who does not maintain an office or a 


attempt to resolve the complaint by all proper methods of 
conciliation and persuasion. 
If at any time within forty-five (45) days after date of 
filing of the complaint such Panel shall determine that attempts

25B-5.06 
Hearings by Hearing Board 
(a) Such hearings shall be conducted by the Hearing Board 
upon due and reasonable notice to all parties concerned. 
Hearing Board shall administer oath and take sworn testi­ 
mony. Any party alleged to have violated this Ordinance shall 
be entitled to representation by counsel and shall have the 
right to call witnesses in his own behalf and the right to 
cross-examine witnesses. The aggrieved person and/or such 
person as may be designated by the Commission shall present 
evidence to sustain the complaint. The Hearing Board shall 
be advised by the Village Attorney upon matters of proce­ 
dure, evidence and law. 
(b) At the conclusion of such hearing, the Commission shall 
render the President and Village Board a report and recom­ 
mendation which shall also be served by mail upon the com­ 
plainant, the parties charged and the Commission. No report 
shall be delayed more than sixty (60) days after date of first 
issuance of notice of commencement of hearing. 
25B-5.07 
Enforcement 
(a) The Hearing Board shall be empowered, at the conclusion 
of proceedings held under Section 5.06 to recommend to the 
Village Board of the Village of Elk Grove Village that the 
Village Board order any person found to be engaging in an 
unfair housing practice to cease and desist from such prac­ 
tice, upon such terms as shall be necessary and proper for 
the enforcement of this Ordinance. 
(b) The Hearing Board shall be empowered at the conclusion 
of proceedings held under Section 5.06, as part of its report, to 
recommend to the Village Board of the Village of Elk Grove 
Village, that it direct the Village Attorney of the Village of 
Elk Grove Village to do any one or more of the following: 
(1) To institute and prosecute proceedings to enofrce, 
against any person found in violation of this Ordinance, the 
fine provided for in Section 7 below. 
(2) To apply to any court of competent jurisdiction

ment. 
As a volunteer Rave will get 
only her room and board pjus 
transportation to and from Ja­ 
maica. But if she hadn’t ac­ 
cepted, the pupils at Knox 
would be five months without a 
chaplain and a teacher of reli­ 
gion. 


SINCE HER assignment was 
approved several months ago, 
Raye has been collecting mate­ 
rials and ideas for use at 
Knox. One of these is tapes 
from her Coke arid Conversa­ 
tion sessions with the teens of 
First Presbyterian. 
Already the group has sent 
tapes to their counterparts at 
K n o x , 
and 
the 
Jamaican 
youths have sent some back. 
Raye plans to continue this 
communication. 
“ It’s been enlightening to 
both groups,” Raye said. “The 
Jamaican young people have 
no comprehension of the scho­ 
lastic pressures on American 
youth, for instance. 
“There the idea is that if you 
are educated, you don’t have 
to work. Knox is trying to in­

that

should be willing to use your 
education to serve the nation.” 


RAY’E ’S 
teaching 
will 
be 
geared to four groups — the 
teens, the junior age (6th, 7th 
and 8th grades), the 4th, 5th 
and 6th graders and the little 
ones. 
Shes 
organizing 
her 


teaching 
materials 
to 
best 
match the age groups. 
With the teens she will make 
use of music, dancing, writing 
plays and role playing, for in­ 
stance. She s been getting to­ 
gether lots of pictures and sto­ 
ries for the young children. 
For the upper grades she will 
base her teaching on the para­ 
bles of Jesus, she said, and 
w i l l 
use 
regular 
church- 
planned materials for the 6th, 
7th and 8th graders because 
they are being prepared for 
church membership. 


Outside of school hours, Mrs. 
Studstrup will be counselor to 
all the pupils. She’s to live in 
the youth hostel (dormitory) 
with the boarding students and 
anticipates this interracial liv­ 
ing will give her some insights 
that she can bring back to the 
young people at home. 


RAYE GOES with the whole­ 
hearted support of her family. 
Her older son, Steve, 21, is 
with the Marines in Viet Nam, 
and her younger son. Dave, 19, 
is a sophomore at Harper Ju­ 
nior College. Their parents’ in­ 
volvement in church work has 
rubbed off on the boys, both 
having served as camp coun­ 
selors, and Dave is preparing 
for a ministerial career in so­ 
cial work.

The Arlington Heights home­ 
maker, mother of two grown 
sons and helpmate in her hus­ 
band’s 
business

years, will leave Sept. 4 to 
spend four months in Jamaica 
as a teacher of theology and 
chaplain in a church-sponsored 
school. 
This will be Raye’s first ven­ 
ture completely on her own — 
and her first time out of the 
United States, but she’s looking 
forward to the new experience, 
quite aware that she’ll be liv­ 
ing in an altogether different 
culture from blue and white 
collar suburbia. 


BUT RAYE believes she has 
something to give. Though not 
a trained religious education 
worker, 
she has nearly 
20 
years background in working 
with youth — as a camp coun- 
s e I o r , with church young 
people's groups, as counselor 
at the weekly Coke and Con­ 
versation hour of 
Arlington 
Heights’ 
First 
Presbyterian 
Church and. during the past 
year, with a street gang in the 
area of Chicago’s McCormick 
Theological Seminary. 
Her 
pupils 
in 
Jamaica's 
Knox School and College will 


range from 
5-year-olds who 
can’t yet read to 12th graders. 
Mostly they will be 
native 
Jamaicans from rural homes, 
but there’ll also be a smatter­ 
ing of other groups — the chil­ 
dren of Chinese merchants, 
Jamaican civil servants, Eu­ 
ropeans and a few Americans. 
And how did a middle-aged, 
middle class American woman 
come to be embarking on such 
a venture? 
Well, 
indirectly 
it 
began 
some years ago when Raye,

Sufficient red potatoes to fill your casserole 
Grated cheddar cheese 
Grated onion 
Salt and pepper

Half and Half 
Boil potatoes until partially done and still a little hard, 
about 15 minutes. Grate, using the second largest grater, into 
buttered casserole. 
Layer the grated cheese, onion and salt and pepper be­ 
tween the layers of potatoes. 
Melt butter and pour over top of potatoes. Pour Half and 
Half over potatoes until you can see it around edges. Bake Uh 
hours at 350 degrees.

HOMES NxN.W. 


The crown of beauty in a gar­ 
den can be the roses. Unlike 
many of the annuals and per­ 
ennials which slow down and 
decline now7, roses will still >e 
at their peak for several weeks. 


Roses, in fact, are tolerant of; 
light frost. Blooming continues * 
with vigor until the rose growth 
is stalled by very cold weather I 
or the new growth is killed out-1 
right by a very hard frost. In i 
recent years this final killing 
frost in the Chicago area has 
run down the curtain for rose 
growers as late as Thanksgiv­ 
ing. 
Because of this long season 


ahead we should 
not slack 
off 
on rose care. 
S p r a > ing 
or d u s t i n g 
should be con­ 
tinued 
on 
a 
regular sched­ 
ule. This is es­ 
pecially 
im­ 
portant as the 
h e a v y f a l l 
dews begin to coat the plant 
l e a v e s . Damp 
unprotected 
plants are especially prone to 
mildew and blackspot now. Mil­ 
dew starts as a slight puckering 
or rippling and whitening of the 
leaf. This becomes more accen-

tuated until the entire leaf is 
; crisp and coated with the grey 
I fungus. 
The first evidence of black 
spot is a spot the size of a pea 
on the upper leaf surface, lf the 
condition develops more, spots 
! appear and join together as the 
1 leaf starts to turn yellow along 
the main vein. Finally the leaf 
drops to the ground. If the in- 
! testation is heavy, all the lower 


i leaves may be lost. This leaves 
the weakened rose with just a 
j tuft of green leaves at the top. 
BOTH OF' these diseases are 
I easily controlled by dusting or 
sp r a y i n g . Although dusting 
seems to be losing popularity, it 


is a good control method for the 
suburbanite. 
This 
technique 
makes it easy to quickly accom­ 
plish all the rose control needed 
before leaving for work in the 
morning. This is the ideal time 
to dust because the air is quiet 
and the leaves are coated with 
dew. 
The dust comes ready 
mixed and it can be stored in 
the duster ready for instant use. 
Occasionally 
a 
person 
will 
spray their rose'' 
u»te regu­ 
larly and thv 
.. 
jtill have 
some disease. The trouble can 
often be traced to the fact that 
they 
are 
using 
the 
jar-type 
sprayer that attaches 
to 
the 
garden hose. This type of spra­ 


yer is handy and convenient but 
it is not as accurate as the 
handy pumped tank sprayers. 
When the first portion of spray 
from the hose type sprayer is 
expelled it has a much higher 
concentration than the last por­ 
tion. The result is that the roses 
sprayed last do not always have 
good disease and insect protec­ 
tion. 


ALTHOUGH 
care 
of 
roses 
should continue through fall you 
can be too good to your roses 
now. This is true if you fertilize 
them after mid-July. Later fer­ 
tilization encourages soft green 
shoots that do not have the op­ 
portunity to become woody be­ 
fore winter. These green stems 


are not winter hardy therefore 


a considerable portion of the 
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rose may be winter killed. 
( 
Surprisingly enough, planting! 
of container grown roses can 
successfully be done this late. 
This late planting of actively 
growing roses has several ad­ 
vantages. It gives gardeners the 
opportunity to obtain some very 
good bargains at nurseries and 
it permits planting now rather 


than during the hectic spring 
season. 
Although late summer or ear­ 
ly fall planted roses grow well 
if they are actively growing, 
dormant fall planted roses do 
not survive in the Chicago area.

9-year-old from the inner city 
seemed older and wiser than his 
9-year-old counterpart in the 
suburbs. 
“I guess they did act older,” 
said Mrs. King. 
“In the city they get out on 


the streets early. They learn to 
get 
along with all kinds of 
people and they learn to be 
careful and watch what they 
say and look out for trouble. 
Guess maybe ti e suburb kids j 
don’t grow up that fast.” 


No organized effort has yet i 


been made to bring the subur­ 
ban host families and the ghetto 
families together after the chil­ 
dren return home. The mothers 
said 
they 
would 
welcome 
a 
chance to get together socially 
with the families who had cared 
for their children. 


IT WAS suggested that a get- 
together party could be held at 
some place like Marillac House 
the day the children returned to 
their homes. 


During the April riots, subur­ 
ban families called the ghetto 
families, continuously worrying 


I about the safety of the children. 
Many suburban families collect- 
I ed clothes and equipment for 
I the families of the children they 
• had learned to know. 
“Yah. 
They 
were 
worried 
about us,” Mrs. King said with 
weary irony. “Man, we were 
twice as worried about our­ 
selves.” 


A Q U E S T I O N that has 
haunted suburban parents has 
also occurred to ghetto parents: 
Would Friendly town work in 
reverse? Would suburban fami­ 
lies send their children into the 
ghetto? 
“If we can send our kids to 
them, I don’t see why they can’t 
send their kids to us,” said Mrs. 
Jones, a trace of belligerence in 
her tone. “We trusted them. 
They could trust us to be good 
to their kids just the way they 
were. 
“After all,” she continued, 
“grown up people like us might 
not make out so good in the 
suburbs. We might not treat 
them so good here. But kids are 
different. Who could be bad to 
kids in either place?” 
All the mothers chimed in, 
agreeing they would care for 
suburban children as if those 
children were their own. 


“YOU ARE 
RIGHT, 
lour 
feelings are right,” Mrs. Adams 
interrupted. 
“But stop 
and - think. 
The 
ghetto kids are going to places 
where there is room. There’s 
three or four kids on a block in 
some places. People know who 
their kids are playing with be­ 
cause there aren’t so many 
kids.

“If you brought suburban kids 
into these over-crowded neigh­ 
borhoods, you couldn’t 
watch 
’em the way they do in the sub­ 
urbs. We watch our kids but we 
can’t always know who they’re 
playing with. It isn’t a question 
of color or how you’d care for 
them. It’s crowding, pure and 
simple.” 


She shook her head decisive­ 
ly* 


“No.” she said. “I understand 
what you ladies feel, but I 
would never approve bringing 
those suburban kids down here. 
At least not today . . . the way 
things are.”

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Cautious Optimism Prevails 
Will This Be Wildcat Year?

The $114,600 Benjamin F. Lindheimer Handicap at Arlington 
Park on Labor Day was won in an exciting manner by War 
Censor. 


The five-year-old son of Gallant Man, expertly ridden by 
Earlie Fires, opened a long lead entering the stretch and coasted 
on in to capture first money with relative ease. The manner in 
which War Censor opened that lead turning into the stretch was 
reminiscent of several of Fort Marcy’s stunning victories over the 
Arlington grass. 


Irish Rebellion cam e with a tremendous rush in the Lind­ 
heimer to take second money. He was moving the fastest of all in 
the home lane; however, War Censor had too large a lead to be 
seriously threatened. It appears that Irish Rebellion needs a long­ 
er distance than the Lindheimer route of I 3/16 miles. 


Out the Window' ran his usual consistent race to finish 
third in the Lindheimer. He is a horse the others must always 
worry about when racing on the turf. Not many horses have 
finished ahead of him this summer at Arlington. 


Damascus won the I 1/8 mile Aqueduct Stakes in New York 
on Labor Day. The champion son of Sword Dancer — Kerala 
carried 134 pounds to victory in the feature event. Dr. Fager did 
not race as he is preparing to run in the United Nations Handicap 
over the grass course at Atlantic City. 


Process Shot, an extremely fast two-year-old filly by Restless 
Wind, took command at the top of the stretch and drew off to win 
the $187,500 Arlington-Washington Lassie Stakes by two lengths 
last Saturday. The 6^-furlong event was the sixth victory in sev­ 
en starts for the Florida bred filly. 


In addition to being a model of consistency, Process Shot 
appears to be quite adaptable. She has been shipped to six tracks 
throughout the country and has won a race at each location. First 
money of $80,000 from the Lassie Stakes increased her career 
earnings to $133,504. 


Chuck Baltazar, perennially one of the leading riders in 
the east, gave Process Shot his usual expert ride. He reserved 
her just off the rapid pace set by Frances Flower to the 
quarter pole. Baltazar then moved Process Shot to the front 
and went to the whip frequently throughout the stretch run to 
hold Kahoolawe and Lynne’s Orphan safe. Kahoolawe closed 
strongly to edge Lynne’s Orphan for second money. 


King Emperor, the high-flying two-year-old son of Bold Ruler, 
remains undefeated in four starts after winning the second divi­ 
sion of the Futurity Trial Stakes last Wednesday. King Emperor 
took charge early in the race, set all of the pace and won as he 
pleased by five lengths. The fractions he established were :23 1/5 
for the quarter; :45 4/5 for the half; 1:10 for the three-quarters; 
and 1:16 2/5 for the 6*2 furlongs. Those six furlongs in 1:10 is 
what finished all of the others. 


Eddie Neloy, who trains King Emperor for the Wheatly 
Stable, will have his charge ready for Saturday’s Arlington-Wash- 
ington Futurity. He has an excellent chance to capture his third 
Futurity with this powerful two-year-old colt. Eddie Neloy trained 
Buckpasser, who won the world s richest horse race in 1965, and 
he trained Vitriolic, who won a division of the Futurity last year. 


An interesting event will take place this Sunday at Arlington 
Park. There will be a complete dispersal of all Jacnot Stable 
thoroughbreds. Thirty-five horses, including many who have 
raced at Arlington Park for the past several years, will be auc­ 
tioned off. The proceedings start at 12 noon. 


Racing History 


The years were 1935 and 1936. The champion race horse was 
Discovery, the greatest weight carrier ever to run in America. 


The powerful son of Display was a four-year-old in 1935 and 
raced almost exclusively in handicaps since there were very few 
weight-for-age stakes offered by the tracks. As a result, with each 
victory Discovery was assigned progressively more weight by the 
track handicappers. In spite of this he reeled off eight consecutive 
victories during the summer of 1935. 


On Saturday, July 27, 1935 Discovery was assigned 135 
pounds for the I *4 mile Arlington Handicap. The weight 
concessions to the other horses were as follows: Riskulus 19 
pounds; Stand Pat 20 pounds; Watch Him and Count Arthur 
31 pounds; Skip It 39 pounds. Discovery opened a lead enter­ 
ing the stretch and won by five lengths. 


On the Wednesday following the Arlington Handicap Dis­ 
covery won the Wilson Stakes at Saratoga under 126 pounds, one 
of the few weight-for-age stakes offered in 1935. Ten days later 
Discovery answered the call for the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap at Saratoga. He was assigned 139 pounds for the I 3/16 
mile event. The weight concessions were: Stand Pat and Top Row 
22 pounds; Only One 24 pounds; Good Goods 31 pounds; Hindu 
Queen 35 pounds. Discovery led every step of the way to win 
easily by two lengths. 


Discovery swept on to many tremendous victories in 1935 and 
again in 1936, carrying impossible weight loads. The crusher 
cam e in 1936 when he was assigned 143 pounds for the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicap, the race he had won the year before 
under 139 pounds. Even the great racing heart and powerful legs 
of the champion could not stand the strain as he finished fifth in a 
field of five. 


At the end of his five-year-old season Discovery had started 
in 63 races. He won 27 and finished in the money 47 times. The 
average weight he carried during his four and five-year-old cam ­ 
paigns was just over 131 pounds. In ten of those races he carried 
an average of 135 pounds, and in six others he carried an average 
of 138 pounds. Discovery wras definitely a champion of the turf.

Class ‘AAA’ — Schools with 
enrollments over 2,000. 


In the case of a tie, both 
schools 
receive 
one-half 
the

they had won. For example, if 
an 
AAA’ school tied an ‘A’ 
school the 'AAA' school would 
get one point ( instead of two 
for a victory) and the ‘A’ school 
would get seven points (instead 
of 14 for a victory). 
Each class of schools would 
be broken up into districts. The 
school 
that 
accumulates 
the 
most points 
in each district 
qualifies for the state playoff. 
Only eight games would count 
in the district standings and all 
losses and ties would be includ­ 
ed.

Prices vary with the individ­ 
ual paintings. On one easel was 
I a $485 painting, while on the 
j wall was a $75 charcoal piece, 
‘ and next to it a $385 painting. 
! Not far from those was a $35 
portrait of Lazarus. 


THE UNFRAMED works in 
the books in the corner are 
priced from about $5 to $20.

Miss Schulze said she was in

Feller and 
Miss Schulze then reportedly 
heard three shots ring out in the 
hallway.

May Win Council Approval

dustrial building in the city. 
“COPIES OF THAT code ap­ 


pear not to be available,’’ said i 
Ald. Tom Waldron, a strong a d -1 
vocate of a complete new build-1 
ing code. 
He would propose that

general basic code be adopted j 
n o w b y r e f e r e n c e , then I 
be amended to tailor it to the 
city’s needs and desires. 
Two choices of basic codes 
are the National, favored by 
Fire Marshal Tom Fogarty and 
Waldron, and the Building Offi­ 
cials

of 
America 
(BOCA), which Konchar may 
favor after further study and 
comparison. 


Both are in use by other area 
municipalities, and a deciding 
factor may be which is most 
popular in the Northwest sub­ 
urbs. 
“ IT CUTS THE advantage to 
builders of being in one town or 
another by all using the same 
code,” said Waldron, based on

“I told the mothers not to buy 
a lot of new clothes for their 
kids,” said Mrs. Altee Adams, 
volunteer social worker at Mar- 
iliac House in Chicago. 
"Kids 
in the suburbs wear cut-offs and 
old T-shirts and no shoes, don't 
they?” 
The mothers who sent their 
children for two-week vacations 
in the suburbs shifted uneasily 
in their seats. They had come to 
talk about how they felt sending 
their children into an unknown 
world. 
“WE 
HAD 
to 
dress 
them 
n i c e , ’ ’ said the soft-spoken 
young mother of three. 
“It was pride. The kids were 
going 
away 
and 
we 
wanted ( 
them to look good. People w’ho

Mrs. Ora Jones, small 
and intense, sent all three of 
her children. Mrs. Mattie Per­ 
son, has 12 children. Three of 
her six children now living at 
home went to Friendly Town. 
THE MOTHERS said that at 
first they were worried and un­ 
certain about how’ their children 
I would 
behave 
and 
how 
they 
would be received. 
“My kids have been in it two 
years and now they’re happy to 
■go,” said Mrs. Person. 
“It was hard that first year. I 
had to drop the 6-year-old twins 
off at the church and then take 


I my older daughter to the train 
to go to Wisconsin, the twins 
cried and 
I felt bad leaving 
them there.” 
The children are back home j 
now, flourishing YMCA swim­ 
ming certificates, telling stories 
about their visits to parks and 
I pools and talking about their 
new friends. Some of the chil­ 
dren have been invited to visit 
the suburbs again on weekends. 
NOT ALL have been invited 
back. The return invitations are 
the mothers’ clue to whether 


their children had a good time 
and the host fam ilies enjoyed 
them. 


When a child does not receive 
a return invitation, the ghetto 
mothers are tempted to con-

mistake. 


“The 6-year-olds can take it,” I 
Mrs. Person said. ‘Actually the 
older ones get more homesick 
because they got more going 
here. The little ones just want 
to play and ride bikes and have 
fun.” 
THE SOCIAL worker said she 
believed a 14-year-old is too old 
to send to the suburbs. The 14- 
year-olds are b*g, m jture and 
inclined to “bully little kids if 
they could get away w.th it.” 
The mothers were impressed 
with 
large 
suburban 
families 
accepting one or two children 
from the ghetto. They noticed

Guess maybe the suburb kids 
don’t grow up that fast.” 
No organized effort has yet 
been made to bring the subur­ 
ban host families and the ghetto 
families together after the chil­ 
dren return home. The mothers 
said 
they 
would 
welcome 
a 
chance to get together socially 


with the families who had cared 
for their children. 


IT WAS suggested that a get- 
together party could be held at 
some place like Marillac House 
the day the children returned to 
their homes. 
During the April riots, subur­ 
ban fam ilies called the ghetto 
fam ilies, continuously worrying 
about the safety of the children.

Enrollment in Dist. 57 schools declined slightly this 
year as first-day student attendance showed a total of 
4.173 pupils in the schools compared with 4.359 the first 
week of school last year. 
The slight decrease in enrollment in Mount Prospect 
could change as the school year continues, but initial 
estimates indicate that local enrollments will remain 
substantially the same or slightly lower than previous 
years.

Mrs. Bernice King, an attrac­ 
tive dark woman with a wide 
smile and a taste for bright 
clothes, sent three of her four 
c h i l d r e n to Friendly Town 
homes.

son has 12 children. Three of 
her six children now living at 
home went to Friendly Town. 
THE MOTHERS said that at 
first they were worried and un­ 
certain about how their children 
would behave and how they 
would be received.

“Actually the 
older ones get more homesick 
because they got more going 
here. The little ones just want 
to play and ride bikes and have 
fun.” 


THE SOCIAL worker said she 
believed a 14-year-old is too old 
to send to the suburbs. The 14- 
year-olds are big, mature and 
inclined to “bully little kids if 
they could get away with it.” 
The mothers were impressed 
with large suburban families 
accepting one or two children 
from the ghetto. They noticed 
their children were treated as 
one of the family and discipline 
was administered fairly. 


One mother said her children 
came back from the suburbs 
with a new habit — washing 
their hands before and after 
meals.

Finest Survive 
In Ghetto, Here 


by MARY DRESSER 


Be it Arlington Heights or the Chicago ghetto, it’s 
survival of the fittest. 
The difference is the definition of “fittest.” 
In either environment, the kids must learn what 
their society expects, and how to survive under the pres­ 
sure. 
In the ghetto, the kids are out in 
the streets at 5 or 6. They lear to run 
fast, and cuck and dodge. They hit the 
sidewalk and pick their way through 
an overcrowded world where nobody 
worries about their feelings or desires. 
The kid who smiles when he wants 
to cry; the kid who finds his own an­ 
swers without asking questions; the 


d r e s s e r 
kid w h o grows up fast and tough sur­ 
vives. 
PEOPLE OUT here were surprised at the maturity 
of the kids who came out from the ghetto this summer in 
the “Friendly Town” project. 
The 9 and 10-year olds were as sophisticated as our 
teenagers. 
Two 10-year olds, a white and a black, were riding 
bikes down a suburban street when another kid started 
hollering “Go home, nigger!” The white kid was upset. 
THE BLACK KID merely grinned. 
“Don’t worry,” he told his companion with a gleam 
in his eye. “He’s on his home turf. I could take him good 
if he came to mine.” 
“What does it mean, mommy?” asked a white first 
grader. “Sue says her mom doesn't have a man and none 
of the other moms in her neighborhood have a man 
either. How can you have kids without a daddy9’ 
The black kids were shocked and fascinated by the 
attention a white child could obtain by throwing a tan­ 
trum. 
One black child asked to go home early because she 
couldn’t stand the crying and fighting in a suburban 
home. 
THE SUBURBAN KIDS have their own survival 
trauma. You could see it as they went back to school 
this week. 
They have to learn to restrict their emotions to the 
pattern: cleanliness, godliness, preparing for the “fu­ 
ture.” and the pursuit of money. 
OUR KIDS HAVE to learn that what you are is 
unimportant compared to how7 you appear to others. 
With our kids, “brother” is the guy in the family you 
beat out on the way to the top. With the ghetto kids 
“brother” is someone who shares a common humanity. 
Both white and black kids take their licks in the 
survival-of-the-fittest game. Who can measure which suf­ 
fers the most, the black kid dodging police who may 
beat him. or the white kid struggling through a college 
entrance curriculum when he wants to be a mechanic? 
To be successful both the black and white kids must 
learn to play the game. The black kids keep their 
thoughts to themselves with whitey, say “yessir” when 
they talk to a policeman, and look appreciative when 
given something. 
THE WHITE KIDS say “yessir” when they talk to 
teacher, hang up their clothes and keep their feet off 
the furniture, get out of the house fast when they have 
something important on their minds, and parrot the 
ideas of their parents and their educators. 
When they get together, in the future, will the differ­ 
ent methods of survival drive them apart or bring them 
together? They will probably be driven apart. 
Adults, today, are a product of these two survival-of- 
the-fittest environments. As in nature, those who survive 
are specialists in defending their owm territory. 
It’s going to be a long, hot, century.

L. A. Hanson after floodwaters finally began to subside 
last year. His one consolation: “ Things can’t get much tough­ 
er than they've been.”
